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Trustees of the Preston-based Steam Museum Trust are planning to restore the steam-tug Cervia, 
which has been moored in Ramsgate harbour for more than 30 years, at a cost of more than £1 million

A POWERFUL but rusting relic of 
British maritime history is set for 
more than £1 million of restoration 
work. 

The long-neglected steam-tug Cervia, which 
has been docked at Ramsgate harbour for more 
than 30 years, should be in seafaring condition 
within two years, according to trustees of the 
Ramsgate Maritime Museum. 

The Cervia is on long-term loan to the muse¬ 
um, which is due to reopen in the summer 
after the details were finalised this month. 

The trustees of the Preston-based Steam 
Museum Trust have been handed a 99-year 
lease that includes three years’ free rent for 
the Thanet council-owned clocktower building. 

Trust chairman Michael List-Brain said: 
“The restoration work starts this week and 
should take two years to finish, costing 
between £1.2 million and £1.4 million. 

“The deal to take over the museum has been 
a long and tortuous process lasting around six 
months. We have found it very frustrating, but 
now we can get on with restoring the Cervia 
and getting thousands more visitors to the 
museum.” 

Mr List-Brain said the formidable tug, which 
has a l,000hp triple-expansion steam-engine, 
is the only ship of its kind left in Britain. It is 
34.4 metres long and weighs 233 tonnes. 

It sank near Tilbury docks in Essex after a 
collision in 1954 with a steam-liner’s engines, 
killing all five crew. It was refloated and taken 
to Ramsgate for repair. 

It returned to work in the 1970s before a

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Isle set for trial 
of new parking 
charge scheme

A NEW system of parking 
charges will be piloted in 
five high-street areas of the 
isle next week. 

The scheme, which starts on 
Monday and is known as linear 
charging, means people will be 
required to pay a minimum charge of 
20 pence for 10 minutes’ parking and 
then 1.5 pence per minute thereafter 
up to a two-hour maximum. 

It will be trialled in town centre areas 
such as Cavendish Street, Ramsgate; 

Northdown Road, Cliftonville; High 
Street, Margate; Marine Drive, 

Margate; Belvedere Road, Broad- 
stairs; High Street, Broadstairs; 

Charlotte Street, Broadstairs and 
Station Road, Birchington. 

Previously, the minimum charge 
was 50 pence and then there was a 
sliding scale of set charges, depend¬ 
ing how long people were parking for. 

The new scheme will be piloted for 
a period of six months. 

Extended 

Linear charging is being tested out 
after research was carried out by the 
Broadstairs and St Peter’s Chamber 
of Commerce into a number of differ¬ 
ent parking schemes used across the 
UK. 

After discussion with traders’ 
groups in the five areas, it was 
agreed to pilot the new scheme. 

Thanet council will be monitoring 
how the new parking scheme is 
received by carrying out surveys and 
getting feedback from local traders 
throughout the pilot. 

If successful, it could be extended 
to other parts of Thanet. 

Sandy Ezekiel, leader of Thanet 
council, said: “I was really pleased 
when Broadstairs Chamber of 
Commerce brought this idea to me

and I’m delighted that we have been 
able put their idea into place for a 
trial six months. Many people think 
that free parking would be the 
answer, but we aren’t in a position to 
offer that. I feel that this is the next 
best thing at this moment in time. 

“A lot of research and hard work 
has gone into finding out which 
parking scheme should be used and I 
welcome feedback from everyone on 
how this option works for them.” 

Howard Evans, former chairman of 
Broadstairs and St Peter’s Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “It’s great to see a 
project the Chamber of Commerce 
were so passionate about, being put 
into place for the benefit of everyone 
in Thanet. We did an exceptional 
amount of work to find out which 
parking options worked best and we 
are really pleased to see linear park¬ 
ing come to fruition. 

‘We feel that linear parking allows 
residents and visitors to pay a realis¬ 
tic price for the amount of parking 
that they need.”

deal was struck with the museum 
in 1985. 

“There used to be hundreds of 
steam tugs,” said Mr List-Brain. 

“The Cervia was built just as 
World War Two ended and has a 
long association with Ramsgate. 
It’s a huge undertaking but will be 
worth it.” 

A cafe and improvements to the 
gift ship is promised, as well as up 
to six weekend events at the site. 

Thanet council has agreed to 
write off debts owed by the East 
Kent Maritime Trust, which previ¬ 
ously ran the attraction. 

Mr List-Brain said: “The ultimate 
aim is to get it back into full work¬ 
ing order.

Community mourns 
loss of 'caring friend' 


A MAN who was stabbed to death in 
Ramsgate last week has been 
described by his family and friends 
as “a caring, kind, loyal and trusted 
friend”. 

The community of 
Conyngham Close and 
the surrounding area 
in Ramsgate are 
remembering 64-year- 
old John Joyce, who 
was found dead in his 
home on Wednesday 
last week. 

A post-mortem 
examination revealed 
that he died from stab 
wounds. 

The loss of the lov¬ 
ing father of three, 
grandfather of four 
and one of 10 siblings 
has been devastating 
for those who knew and loved him, 
say Kent Police. 

Mr Joyce, a retired electrician, 
moved to Thanet 37 years ago. 

His mother had moved to the area 
from London and he had lived in 
Conyngham Close since 1973. 

He helped his neighbours using 
the skills he had spent his working 
life perfecting, but he would happily 
potter in their gardens, turn his 


hand to painting and decorating 
when required and take and collect 
friends’ children from school. 

He would also have barbecues and 
invite people in the 
close along. 

His sister Margaret, 
his daughters Sarah 
and Angela and his 
son Ian have spoken 
out on behalf of the 
family. 

“It is a huge loss to 
us all. He had many 
people who cared 
deeply for him and he 
will be with us in our 
hearts forever.” 

It has not yet been 
possible to organise a 
funeral because of the 
process of the murder 
inquiry. 

When it happens, it will be dealt 
with by Twyman and Holmes funer¬ 
al directors in Ramsgate. Details of 
the funeral will be released as soon 
as possible and everyone will be wel¬ 
come. 

• David Alberto, 31, of Albert Street 
in Ramsgate, has been charged with 
the murder of Mr Joyce. He has been 
remanded in custody and is due to

A BUS service to ensure clubbers 
get home safely after a night on 
the town starts this week. 

Drinkers will be able to hop on board a dou¬ 
ble-decker to get back home from Friday. 

Running a circlular route from its starting 
point in Broadstairs, the bus will cost £2 to 
board and be manned by two police officers 
in case of rowdy behaviour. 

It will take to the road at 11pm on Friday 
and Saturday nights. It is being put on by 
operator Eastonways and will be marked in 
night bus livery to make it stand out from 
the fleet. The bus will run until 3am. 

The service will be available until 
September 5. Community safety coordinator 
Jessica Bailey said: “One of our key concerns 
is to ensure people enjoying a night out in 
Thanet are able to get home safely. 

“The night bus service will offer them a 
safe and low-cost way of ensuring that. 

“We’ve put the funding into this scheme 
because we think it’s something that will 


really help to keep people safe and reduce 
the potential for crime. We’re doing this as a 
trial and need people to use it. We won’t be 
able to continue with the night bus if the 
demand isn’t there.” 

The service is being funded and has been 
organised by the Thanet Community Safety 
Partnership, a group of organisations aiming 
to make Thanet a safer place in which to 
live, work and visit. The route starts and fin¬ 
ishes at Queens Road, Broadstairs, and can 
be flagged down by people wanting to hop on. 

There will be stops across the isle, includ¬ 
ing Broadstairs station; St Peter’s; 
Northdown Road, Cliftonville; Margate 
seafront; Cecil Square, Margate; Westwood; 
Staner Court, Ramsgate, and Ramsgate har¬ 
bour. 

Ms Bailey said: “This scheme was tried a 
few years ago and proved successful. 

“We want to make sure people can get 
home cheaply and safely, particularly vulner¬ 
able people who would normally walk home. 

“We are keen not to take trade away from 
taxis, and people who would otherwise get 
taxis will continue to do so because the night 
bus service runs once an hour.”

Experts baffled 
by speed camera 
revenue drop-off

THE number of speeding drivers caught by 
cameras has dropped by nearly two-thirds in 
a year, latest figures show. 

The surprise drop has baffled road safety experts, but has 
been put down to a combination of drivers getting used to 
the cameras and the popularity of sat nav systems. 

However, critics say the figures mean nothing if they 
don’t coincide with a reduction in the number of accidents, 
deaths and injuries. 

New statistics show that last year 22,701 
drivers were clocked exceeding the speed 
limit by Gatso cameras and roadside vans - 
34,833 fewer than the year before. 

“This is a huge drop,” said Katherine 
Barrett of the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership. ‘We think people are 
becoming more tolerant of cameras and more 
aware of where they are. 

We put signs up to warn motorists, have a 
ten per cent plus 2mph tolerance level and 
publish all the locations on the website, so there isn’t real¬ 
ly an excuse. 

“Hopefully people are accepting that cameras are now a 
permanent safety feature on the roads and not there as 
revenue raisers.” 

Since the partnership was formed in 2002, 394,189 driv¬ 
ers have been snapped breaking speed limits at 75 fixed 
camera sites. 

The fixed penalty notices handed out last year represent 
£1.3 million in revenue for the Government - a huge drop 
on the £3.4m made in 2007. 

Speeding peaked in 2004 when 82,906 people were 


caught, making £5m. Every driver has to pay at least a £60 
fine and gets three points on their licence. 

Terry Hudson, area organiser for the Association of 
British Drivers, said: “This looks good on paper but have 
the rates of accidents, deaths and injuries gone down, too? 

“Cameras have their uses in some places but I don’t 
think they should be used to judge whether somebody is a 
good or bad driver. It’s about speeding in the wrong places. 

“Perhaps the reduction in tickets is due to the downturn 
in the economy and people using cars less. I think drivers 
are also more aware of the fines they will have to pay if 
they are caught.” 

Road safety campaigner Caroline Hobbs, 
whose eight-year-old daughter Jade and 
mother Margaret Kuwertz, 79, were killed 
while trying to cross the A249 at Detling, 
near Maidstone, in 2000, gave a cautious wel¬ 
come the reduction. 

“If these figures show cameras are reduc¬ 
ing accidents, that’s great,” she said. “But if it 
just means a reduction in the number of driv¬ 
ers getting ticketed, then it makes no odds. 

“Most people who drive on the A249 are 
used to the camera being there and slow 
down, and that could be the case at other sites. And lot of 
people have sat nav systems now, especially if they do a lot 
of driving, and they can warn motorists about cameras. 

“I’d put this down to people knowing where the cameras 
are and having better technology to warn them, but even 
then it’s a pretty amazing drop.” 

The partnership has also just released its latest crash fig¬ 
ures, which show the number of people killed or seriously 
injured has reduced by 63 per cent since 2002. 

“There’s no getting around it - safety cameras are defi¬ 
nitely having an impact on reducing casualties,” Ms 
Barrett said.

'No water shortage despite heatwave' 

DESPITE the recent heatwave and predicted glorious summer, Kent 
is unlikely to see a hosepipe ban over the coming months. 

Environment Agency manager for Kent and East Sussex Andrew 
Pearce said the county had plenty of water in its reservoirs and 
groundwater supply because of a wet winter - but we need to save. 

He said: “In the South East we have the highest usage of water in 
the UK,” he said. “If we can reduce it by 35 litres a day to 130 litres 
per person per day, then we can save £1.6 billion in not having to 
build reservoirs.”

A visit to the JobCentre prompted this week's writer to ponder the failure of some to integrate 



If you won't embrace British 
culture, why are you here? 


IS it just me, or are other people 
worried about the problems caused 
by membership of this wretched 
European Economic Community? 

I recently accompanied my son to the 
Jobcentre as, despite having a degree, he is 
unable to find a job. As the clock ticked half- 
an-hour past our appointment time, I picked 
up some literature which was lying around on 
a nearby, cracked table. 

In it, I noticed further copies of that leaflet 
on how to claim benefits; it was available in 26 
other languages and, if you did not speak one 
of those, translations were available whatever 
your language! 

In other words, immigrants who are not 
even able to speak English have the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions bending over 
backwards to help them claim unemployment 
benefits that you, I and other taxpayers fund. 

“But there aren’t that many non-English- 
speaking unemployed anyway,” you might say. 
You are probably right. Most of them seem to 


be employed in front-line ‘customer-service’ 
positions by councils, banks and other institu¬ 
tions in an attempt to make it as difficult as 
possible for us to complain about anything. 

I read the newspapers and note with interest 
the application of the racial equality laws in this 
country. I smile when I hear about incidents 
which the police would usually do nothing about 
suddenly being taken extremely seriously if one 
of those involved plays the race card. 

Local immigrant associations claim their 
members are singled out for abuse. Why are 
they so surprised? Their members choose to 
live in groups, wear different clothes, follow 
different religions, eat different foods and 
many can’t even speak English. 

They set themselves up as apart from every¬ 
one else in this country and then complain they 
are treated differently. Whose fault is that? 

What finally prompted me to write this rant 
has been the proliferation of‘UK border patrol’ 
programmes on TV. 

On these shows, on the rare occasions when 
officials catch would-be illegal immigrants try¬ 


ing to get in or who are already in the country 
(and often working, taking the job my son so 
desperately needs), they simply take their 
details and let them out on bail. 

I would love to know how many known ille¬ 
gals have been caught, arrested and released 
to go at large again in the UK. 

And if you think me a racist thug for my 
views and blame me and ‘others’ like me for the 
recent successes of the BNP, you should know 
that I am black - that is black, not ‘ethnically 
challenged’ or of a ‘coloured persuasion’ or any 
other of that politically correct rubbish. 

I was bom in India and emigrated to the UK 
many years ago. I consider myself British, as 
reflected in my speech, my integration with 
my community, my willingness to obey Eng¬ 
lish laws and, in all ways, to act British, not 
set myself apart.

We're protecting cliff-face 

We would like to explain the situation 
regarding the excavated material on the 
Rendezvous site for the Turner 
Contemporary Gallery and reassure those 
concerned about the environment. 

Ecological studies were carried out which 
considered flora and fauna as well as 


migratory seabirds and the possibility of any 
wildlife living in the chalk cliffs. It was found 
that these were not a concern. 

There was also found to be no evidence of 
the recently-mentioned plant species on the 
site at the time of the report and we are in 
talks with Natural England to make sure 
steps needed to restore the area are taken. 

During this process, Kent County Council 
has consulted with all those organisations 
involved, including Thanet council, Natural 
England and the Environment Agency. 

The Rendezvous site is being used under a 
Tenancy at Will, which allows the temporary 
use of the site for the storage of material 
during the course of construction. When the 
material is moved, the contractor will take care 
not to disturb the cliff-face and if a further 
study is required this will be carried out. 

The excavated material is already being 
returned to the site and we appreciate the 
opportunity to highlight how full 
consideration for the area has been a priority 
throughout the work and we look forward to 
showcasing further progress on the gallery’s 
construction in the future.

Rubbish at planning ahead 

Waste disposal is a major responsibility of 
Thanet council. Isle residents pay their 
community charge and expect to have their 
bins emptied and to live in a clean 
environment. 

Seagulls are a culprit in splitting rubbish 
bags, but even if we had fewer of them there 
would still be a risk of vermin infestation as 
long as bags or bins with a separate lid are 
used rather than wheelie-bins.

Big problem at event 

In response to Clive Hart’s recent 
letter praising Roger Latchford and 
Thanet council for the Big Event, I 
feel I have to add my comments. 

While overall the Big Event was a 
success, there was one specific area 
that marred the enjoyment of the 
flying display for many spectators 
on the Saturday. 

This was the bizarre decision to 
start moving the spectators on the 
cliff-top in the middle of the display. 

This resulted in heated arguments 
between spectators and event 
security and a lot of people were 
denied the opportunity to 
photograph some of the display as 
they were being moved at the time. 

I had one security guard who kept 
putting his hand in front of my 
camera to stop me taking photos. 

The manner in which some of the 
security staff dealt with the 
situation left a lot to be desired. 
While they were only doing what 
they were asked, the reasons they 


gave were inconsistent and ludicrous. 

For example, we were told “it is a 
designated crash area for the Red 
Arrows”. An aircraft can crash 
anywhere - the pilot would head out 
to sea if he had any control. 

Another ‘reason’ we had to move 
was “because of the chemicals from 
the Red Arrows’ smoke”. If it was 
hazardous, they couldn’t use it over 
the crowd. 

I have worked in aviation for more 
than 30 years and none of the 
reasons given on the day were valid. 

If people should not have been in 
the area, then it should have been 
cordoned off before the event started 
- not wait until halfway through. 
Someone got it very wrong and as a 
result many had their day spoilt. 

Then, to add insult to injury, 
having written to Thanet council 
asking for an explanation for the 
events that took place that day, here 
we are several weeks on and they 
haven’t had the decency to reply to 
me (or to others I know have 
written to them), let alone give an 
explanation or apology to those 
whose enjoyment was curtailed. 

Hopefully they will get it right 
next time and maybe even get 
round to answering some of the 
correspondence from residents.

Royal visitors to give seal of approval as county's farmers 
and producers prepare for the highlight of their year 


KENT COUNTY SHOW 

Friday to Sunday, July 17-19 
Kent Showground, Detling 

ROYAL visitors will be tak¬ 
ing part in the Kent County 
Show’s 80th celebration.

Marvel at the 
skill and discipline of the horses and 
their riders as they demonstrate how 
to manoeuvre guns, pick up pegs 
with a lance, handle swords and fire 
a revolver from a galloping horse. 

On Friday, the Coakham 
Bloodhounds will be in action in the 
Astor and Falmouth Rings, while a 
display illustrating 80 years of agri¬ 
cultural machinery takes place in the 
Falmouth Ring every day. 

Animal magic 

On all three days, the police dog 
demonstration will shed light on the 
important work of canine officers. 
There will be more animal magic 
from the twice-daily bird of prey fly¬ 
ing demonstrations by The Hawking 
Centre, as well as ferret and terrier 
racing in the Countryside Area and 
the Warrenby Gun Dogs.

Robin blossoms when she 
steps in Pippa's clothes

I’VE been talking to Robin Wright 
Penn for ten minutes and she’s 
already slipped into an English 
accent three times. 

We’re in Edinburgh, where she is promoting 
her latest film The Private Lives Of Pippa Lee 
and on the first two occasions I assume she’s 
putting it on for comic effect. 

On the third, I can’t help but point these 
moments of received pronunciation and she 
looks startled. 

“I know,” the 43-year-old says confessionally. 
“It’s because when I’m around you people I feel 
just like I have to speak like this because I 
hate my accent. I feel very American around 
you guys.” 

She starts making a whining sound and 
adds: “That’s what I sound like to myself when 
I’m around you.” 

Robin’s father is English so she had a head¬ 
start with the accent and the California-based 
actress admits that - after putting on her cos¬ 
tume - adopting another accent helps her get 
into character. 

“Clothing is so important to me when find¬ 
ing a character. It changes your walk, the way 
you hold your arms, the way you sit: it’s maybe 
the most important thing. Of course, if you 
have an accent, that’s even better.” 

In her title role as Pippa Lee, a 50-year-old 
woman heading for a mental breakdown after 
moving to a retirement village with her older 
husband, Robin didn’t have to feign an accent. 
But her clothes, she says, were instrumental in 
getting herself into the prim and proper role. 

Given starched beige trousers and plain 
blouses, her on-screen wardrobe is eye-catch¬ 
ing in its plainness.

“It was genius picking those very conserva¬ 
tive, wardrobe pieces for me, and the curl in 
the hair aged me, too. 

Although close to her character in age, the 
almost-50 actress says the clothes really 
helped her get into the part. 

“I really felt her, every day, because I wear 
this,” she says, pointing at her skinny jeans 
and tailored leather jacket. “Always have.” 

In the film, Pippa has an affair with her 
friend’s son, played by Keanu Reeves, who res¬ 
cues her from her troubled past and the sub¬ 
urban drudgery in which she ends up living. 




Pitched to movie audiences as an age-gap 
relationship film, in real life Keanu is actually 
a year older than Robin. 

She admits that kissing him on set wasn’t 
strange, because of the on-screen chemistry 

“He was so perfect for it. I feel like we were 
blessed to have him do it, because it didn’t feel 
strange. The dynamic was already there. To 
me, that’s chemical,” she says, her voice inflect¬ 
ing upwards as if asking a question. 

“When a director knows, when they walk in, 
that that person clicks, and we just had it,” she 
continues. 

‘We needed Pippa to be seen and he’s the 
first person that actually sees her for who she 
is. It’s beautiful as it’s like she’s then set free, 
allowed to blossom.”

IN a week of bizarre news - which saw 
mourners wave a white-gloved goodbye 
to the king of pop and a man drowned 
in a vat of chocolate - Psychoville 
seems genteel in comparison.

LIVING HISTORY: Spectacular Arundel Castle offers visitors an array of activities for a fun-packed day out

TAKING care to dodge the cyclists, 
I moved to the edge of the rutted 
chalk footpath to take in the view 
from Britain’s next national park - 
and saw a panorama to compare 
with the Alps. 

To the north, beyond the plain of the Weald, 
was the ridge my National Trust notes identi¬ 
fied as the Hog’s Back. “Blunt bow-headed, 
whale-backed downs” is how Rudyard Kipling 
described a similar scene. 

Below me, the village of South Harting was 
nestled around its medieval church spire, the 
fields occasionally patterned by sunlight 
bursting between clouds. 

Gloomsters agonise about the fate of the 
South Downs when it becomes Britain’s 15th 
National Park in 2010. But in the sleepy rural 
lanes of West Sussex, southwards from 
Crawley through the Arun Valley to the coast, 
only a vivid imagination would worry about 
this special place getting too crowded. 

The town of Arundel, for example, is such a 
historic gem that you would expect it to be 
swamped already. 

Is the castle worth it for visitors paying £15 
per head? Probably, because you get so many 
bangs for your bucks: walled gardens, aug¬ 
mented by the spectacular Earl Collector’s 
Garden opened last summer; the keep and its 
ancient battlements, voice-overs re-enacting a 
Civil War siege; and then the house itself, 
largely rebuilt in the late-19th Century and 
family home for generations of the Howards, 
one England’s great Catholic families. 

Beyond the castle are the sort of attractions 
that would enable a family to holiday happily 


around Arundel this summer for a week. 

At Swanborough Lake, where families go 
boating beneath cliffs covered in trees and 
bushes, the setting is so perfect that Sir 
Winston Churchill tried to paint it when he 
stayed at the castle. 

Nearby, the 65-acre Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Centre, part of the famous charity based at 
Slimbridge, offers challenges galore with an 
‘eco’ theme: sunrise safaris; evening bat walks; 
silent, electric boat rides; summer pond¬ 
dipping and bug-hunting; collections of rare 
species of wildfowls; and play areas with two 
new giant bird feeders large enough for chil¬ 
dren to climb inside. 

A couple of miles away was our base to 
explore this delightful comer of West Sussex: 
the remarkable Bailiffscourt Hotel, one of 
few country-house hotels with the sea at the 


bottom of the garden - the English Channel on 
the shingle of Climping Beach. 

With mellow stone walls beneath a massive 
thatched roof, Bailiffscourt would appear to be 
a centuries-old Cotswold house. In fact, this 
splendid architectural fake was created by the 
Guinness family in the 1930s, and has become 
the sort of place where couples go for a quiet, 
luxurious stay to remember. 

Forget all that waffle about Wi-Fi - our room 
had a huge four-poster bed, an open fireplace, 
already laid with paper and kindling, and a 
basket of logs to be tossed on the flames when¬ 
ever we felt a tad chilly. 

Next morning, before breakfast, the ultimate 
luxury: a choice between a visit to the health 
club with both indoor and outdoor pools, or an 
easy stroll down to the beach to share the ris¬ 
ing dawn with the wave-skimming seagulls.

Offset mortgages can 
work saving wonders 

OFFSET mortgages can be attractive for 
borrowers with spare cash they want to 
hang on to but that is not earning much 
interest because of low interest rates. 

This type of mortgage allows home- 
owners to use their savings to reduce 
loan costs while keeping access to their 
money - and to earn an interest rate of 
4.6 per cent. 

They work because those who use 
them as well as taking out a mortgage 
have a separate savings account with 
the bank that has lent the mortgage. 

Instead of receiving interest, these 
linked accounts reduce the interest paid 
on the mortgage. 

The account balance is subtracted 
from the mortgage debt, with loan inter¬ 
est only charged on the net difference. 

According to First Direct, the average 
homeowner earns 4.6 per cent on sav¬ 
ings linked to these mortgages. 

However, offset loan rates can be high¬ 
er than those on other mortgages. 

Offsets make most sense for borrowers 
with significant savings, particularly 
higher-rate taxpayers who would other¬ 
wise lose 40 per cent of their interest in 
taxable accounts. 

Company tackles site 
shunned by builders 

REGENERATION specialist the Brown¬ 
field Land Assembly Company has 
bought the old Bede and Dunstan 
Homes in College Road, Deal, and plans 
to build 16 new affordable homes. 

The five two-bedroom houses and 11 
three-bedroom houses will be built to 
Level 3 of the Government’s Code for 
Sustainable Homes and will be among 
the greenest in the area. 

BLAC is funded by the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
has been established by Hyde Housing 
Association Limited, RJ Barwick 
Limited and South East England 
Development Agency to tackle the short¬ 
age of housing in the South East. 

It is funded specifically to identify, 
acquire and make useable difficult 
development sites. The College Road site 
had not attracted commercial interest 
due to the presence of asbestos, demoli¬ 
tion costs and flood-risk issues. 

BLAC is now working with Dover 
District Council and the Environment 
Agency to prepare the half-acre site for 
construction. Subject to planning per¬ 
mission, it is hoped construction will 
begin towards the end of the year. 



ENERGY firms operating in the 
county may be in breach of EU 
rules by overcharging thousands of 
our poorest households. 

The warning comes from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing hard-up 
families. 

It comes after it emerged that several ener¬ 
gy firms were allowed to overcharge prepay 
meter customers by £464 million over a three- 
year period. 

While they are allowed to charge higher 
prices to prepay customers to cover meter 
installation and maintenance costs, those 
charges need to be ‘cost-reflective’, otherwise 
suppliers risk being in breach of EU directives. 

Between 2006-08, millions of prepay meter 
customers were charged well in excess of the 
average extra cost for installing and maintain¬ 
ing both gas and electricity prepay meters,

“Unscrupulous energy firms have been over¬ 
charging vulnerable people for years and 
Ofgem now needs to act to defend the rights of 
ordinary people rather than protecting the 
profits of big business. 

“Some companies, including npower, E.ON 
and Scottish Power, have already proved that 
energy firms can absorb the additional costs 
rather than passing them on to their poorest 
customers, and Ofgem must outlaw the prac¬ 
tice of discriminating against prepay meter 
users once and for all.”

KangooII proves that 
it's no 'van ordinaire' 

JUST as Britain’s recession-hit drivers 
shun glitz and glamour, French carmak¬ 
ers have boosted the appeal of utility 
MPVs like the Renault Kangoo. 

The second generation Kangoo is no 
longer disadvantaged in consumers’ eyes 
by being van-based; the more expensive 
Renault Scenic was the donor this time, 
yet Kangoo prices begin at a recession 
busting £11,200 for a more capacious car 
with the same rear sliding doors layout 
to tempt a variety of buyers needing a 
weekday van/weekend family holdall. 



PABLO Picasso was a master of 
the unorthodox and it is not hard 
to see why Citroen "signed’ its MPV 
sub-brand after the Spanish artist. 

The seven-seat C4 Grand Picasso (from 
£14,995) certainly fits the gallery with its dra¬ 
matic lines and interior flexibility. 

The cabin seems huge even without the £610 
full-length panoramic roof and there is plenty 
of stowage, with big lidded bins on a dash¬ 
board that mixes pragmatic layout with flair. 

Comfortable seats complement good ride 
quality and refinement and the middle three 
adjust quickly and separately and flip/slide 
simply for access to the rearmost pair, though 
using these leaves minimal boot space. 

I would normally recommend buying a 
diesel MPV for economy and low-down grunt 
to cope with possible heavy loads, even though 
you must cover more miles to recover higher 
upfront costs. 

So I was dubious about the 1.6-litre petrol 
test car with Citroen’s EGS semi-auto gear¬ 
box, loaned by Wilmoths, Maidstone.

150bhp motor takes the Grand Picasso to 
62mph in 10.2 seconds. And the six-speed EGS 
can also be driven in fully automatic mode or as 
a clutchless manual using a sequential lever or 
paddle shifts either side of the stationary steer¬ 
ing wheel hub - now a Citroen trademark. 

Wilmoths, Maidstone general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton, said: “Even I didn’t like the 
sound of this combination at first, but the 1.6 
engine has plenty of go and the gearbox learns 
your style of driving. 

“The proof of the pudding is that most people 
who try the EGS gearbox, end up buying one 
and we have had just one complaint.” 

Amazingly, the EGS can memorise up to four 
regular drivers; once it has your ‘number’ it 
recognises who has slipped behind the wheel 
and adopts the correct mode. 

And while it cannot match a diesel fuel sav¬ 
ing, this cheaper petrol auto combination 
offers greater economy than a conventional 
manual, as well as low emissions to make it a 
reasonably ‘green’ option. 

Our mid-range VTR+ model is priced at 
£19,855, but Wilmoths currently has a £1,500 
Grand Picasso discount promotion plus zero 
per cent finance.

A number of clubs are believed to be inter¬ 
ested in signing him, including fellow Ryman 
Premier rivals Maidstone United. 

Yorath, however, hopes to sit down with him 
this week to discuss joining his team and add 


him to the experienced players he has already 
recruited. 

He said: ‘We have signed Ben Lewis and Lloyd 
Blackman and I’m hoping to sign two other 
players this week. All I can say about Alan 
Pouton is that I will be talking to him this week.” 

After finishing in the bottom four last season 
it was clear to see the Blues needed more expe¬ 
rience in their young side and Yorath is hoping 
the addition of Blackman, Lewis and poten¬ 
tially Pouton, will go someway to making them 
a stronger team. 

“At the end of last season we sat down and 
talked about what we needed and what we 
need is experience,” he said.
